Mr. Roosevelt announced that his 


previous plan to transfer 
Jefferson 


Calfery, assistant secretary of state, 
to Havana and return Welles to this 
post in the State Department will be 
carried out in the near future. 


"Ambassador Welles is returning to 


Havana within the next few days," 
said Mr. Roosevelt. 


"As previously announced upon the 


lerminalion of his mission, which will 
be in the near future, he will return 
to Washington to resume his former 
duties as assistant secretary of slate, 
and will be replaced by Dr. Jefferson 
Caffery, now serving as assistant sec- 
retary of state." 


In the presidential declaration that 


the mission of Welles will be com- 
pleted in the near future, was seen an 
understanding with the island republic 
on a form of government acceptable 
to the United States.

Graves Outlines 


School Problems 


State May Eventually 
Guarantee Grade Schools, 


He Tells Rotary 


O. A. Graves, Hope member of Gov 


•rnor Full-ell's special commission to 
study the educational problems of Ar 
kansas, told the Rotary club Friday 
loon: 


"There are some things in life be- 
ides the making of money, and one 
f them Is guaranteeing the opportun. 
ty of a common school education to 
11 our citizens. 
"Whatever 
we have to do toward 


thai end, we shall do. When the fed- 
eral and slate governments have paid 
all that they are going to pay, then 
the local district must pay the real- 
tor after all, the kind of a school any 
community has, depends on the initia- 
tive of that community," 


Reminding his hearers that although 


tlie governor had nominated him for 
the special education commission he 
had not yet actually accepted the ap- 
pointment, Mr. Graves said the value 
of such a commission would depend 
on the people's willingness to co-op- 
erate in a survey of future plans, and 
their willingness to accept 
recom- 


mendations once a new system actual- 
ly is proposed. 


Mr. Graves related briefly some of 


:he ideas Governor Futrell had out- 
ined for improvement of the school 
system, but cautioned that he did not 
attempt to speak aulhoritatively for 
the governor's actual program. 


"The state," said the speaker, "owes 


a certain educational duty to its chil- 
dren. It is the purpose of this com- 
mission to discover just how far that 
duty extends—and to outline it as u 
foundation sysem for our enire school 
program. 


"For instance, it is generally sup- 


losecl that the state owes a free pub- 
ic education to everyone tlirough the 
'irst eight grades. It is our aim to put 
irtt 
things 
first—and 
the 
grade 


chools come before high schools, ua- 
versities, and agricultural and me- 
'hanical schools. 
"if the state is to assume this guard- 


anship over the grade schools, sev- 
eral things may be necessary. 


''In the first place, the taxes upon 


;reat utilities which are concentrated 
in the larger cities, and now go large-' 
ly to the schools of those districts, 
might have to be redistributed to the 
state at large, in order to take care 
of schools in isolated districts. 


"This might be opposed by the cit- 


izens of large towns, whose districts 
would stand to lose a part of their in- 
come. 


"Under this redistribution it is in- 


conceivable that any attempt would be 
made to increase the present total 
property tax. It would merely mean 
that the property owner would vote 
for a larger state tax and a smaller 
district tax. 


"You 
would do this 
because you

Athletic AtoociatiOff Pres-

Play-Off 


NEWPORT, Ark.-To set himself 


I right with that portion of the public 
thnl is clamoring for a post-season 
game to determine the high school 
football championship for 1933. Louis 
P. Mann of Newport, president of the 
Arkansas Athletic Association, Thurs- 
day night gnve his interpretation of 
the association rules which forbid 
post-season games. 


Mr. Mr.r.n did not commit himself 


as to whether he favored or opposed 
the proposed play-off. 


The association handbook says that 


the governing board, which is made j 
up of one representative from each of 
the nearly 250 member schools, con- 
siders post-season games "unwise." It 
continues that "post-season 
games 


shall not be played by members of 
this association." 


Quoting further from the handbook, 


Mr. Mann said that the rules provide 
that the Executive Committee, com- 
posed of the association president, sec- 
retary and treasurer and two members 
elected by the governing board, shall 
have authority to "act" in the absence 
of the governing board, .but its au- 
thority is limited. The- rules say the 
committee may "act" provided it does 
not alter any of the policies of the 
board. 


Therefore, as Mr. Mann interprets 


this section of the rules, the Executive 
Committee has no authority to permit 
member schools to participate in post- 
season1 games

Third Premier Defeated 


in Attempt to Balance 


Budget 


PARIS—(#)—Suddenly 
overthrown 


in a surprise vote after scoring a tem- 
porary victory in a lest of confidence, 
the government of Premier 
Albert 


Sarraut succumbed Thursday night, 
still battling for a sound franc and a 
balanced budget. 


After four weeks of life the San-aut 


government was defeated on a minor 
amendment to its financial program. 
The Chamber of Deputies voted 321 
against 247. A previous vital test vole 
had given M. Sarraut a majority of 
89. 


The Center majority group in the 


Chamber, which earlier had rallied to 
save the life of the cabinet, deserted 
when the premier, after an impassion- 
ed burst of oratory, showed weakness 
by conceding a change which previ- 
ously he had refused. 


Although admitting defeat was im- 


minent. Sarraut made a passionate ap. 
peal to "save the franc from financial 
hemorrhage." 


"This is the 23rd of November and 


the budget is not even statred," Mi 
Sarraut pleaded. "The financial hem- 
orrhage continues. Bonds are going 
down. Treasury bonds are hot renew- 
ed." 


His was the. third cabinet in succes- 


sion to fall attempting the save the 
French franc. The Sarraut ministry, 
whose downfall was forecast even be- 
fore beginning' its work, immediately 
drew up a formal resignation which 
will be presented to President LeBrun 
shortly.
